distributing,   and  service   sequences  of  the  Tochnate   of  North  America, 

Personalities.     The  Twentieth  Century  Dictioncry  says  a  personality  is 
'an  application  of  remarks  to  the  conduct  and  character  of   individuals  by  way  of 
disparagement,  a  personal  remark.'      In  othor  words,  a  dirty  crack.

S'wodon  has  39.8  people  to  tho  square  milo;  tho  North  Am- 
erican    Continent   has    19  people  to  tho    square  miloc   Sweden  produces  approxi- 
mately 430,000  tons  of  coal,   and   imports  7.5  million  tons.  United  States  and 
Canada  produce  500  million  tons  of  coal,   and  hav3  an  almost   incrKaustible  re- 
serve. Sweden  has  no  oil;  the  North  American  Continent  has  the   lion'3   share. 
Only  in   iron  ore,  and  to  a  lesser  degree  in  timber,  does  Sweden  comparo  with 
this  Continent.  She  has  an  abundant   supply  of  h^gu  grade   iron  oro,   and  50  per 
cent   of  her    land   is  covered  -with  timber.
